TEMPORARY ORDER OF PROHIBITION 

TO THE RESPONDENT: Tel-Art Productions

On i n f o r m a t i o n and b e l i e f , I , Jesse White, Secretary of 
State f o r the State of I l l i n o i s , through my designated 
re p r e s e n t a t i v e , having been f u l l y advised i n the premises by the 
s t a f f of the I l l i n o i s S e c u r i t i e s Department, O f f i c e of the 
Secretary of State, herein f i n d : 

Count I ( V i o l a t i o n of 12.A and 12.D) 

1. That Respondent, Tel-Art Productions i s a purported 
business e n t i t y , w i t h a l a s t known address of 3915 
North Dirksen Avenue, S p r i n g f i e l d , I l l i n o i s 62707; 

2. That, a t a l l times relevant the Respondent John F. 
Bai l e y was an o f f i c e r , d i r e c t o r , agent or employee of 
Tel-Art Productions; 

3. That on or about December 29, 2005, Respondent Te l - A r t 
Productions, by and through i t s O f f i c e r s , D i r e c t o r s , 
Employees, A f f i l i a t e s , Successors, Agents and Assigns, 
i n c l u d i n g John F. Bailey, o f f e r e d t o at l e a s t one (1) 
I l l i n o i s r e sident an investment plan whereby Respondent 
would promote various band concerts and t h a t , i n 
exchange f o r an i n i t i a l investment of $40,000 per 
concert, said I l l i n o i s r e s i d e n t would receive a f u l l 
r e t u r n of h i s investment plus 15% i n t e r e s t of the t o t a l 
invested w i t h i n 48 hours a f t e r each concert; 

4. That on or about January 3, 2006, Respondent Te l - A r t 
Productions, by and through i t s O f f i c e r s , D i r e c t o r s , 
Employees, A f f i l i a t e s , Successors, Agents and Assigns, 
i n c l u d i n g John F. Bailey, again discussed the a f o r e s a i d 
o f f e r w i t h the afo r e s a i d I l l i n o i s r e s i d e n t . 
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representing t h a t Respondent had several band concerts 
"booked" at s p e c i f i c venues and advised a f o r e s a i d 
I l l i n o i s resident t h a t Respondent was w i l l i n g t o accept 
$20,000 but needed the money as soon as p o s s i b l e , 
i n d i c a t i n g again t h a t the a f o r e s a i d I l l i n o i s r e s i d e n t 
would receive 15% of the t o t a l p r o f i t s from the 
a f o r e s a i d band concerts i f t h i s I l l i n o i s r e sident chose 
t o i n v e s t ; 

5. On or about January 4, 2006, Respondent T e l - A r t 
Productions, by and through i t s O f f i c e r s , D i r e c t o r s , 
Employees, A f f i l i a t e s , Successors, Agents and Assigns, 
i n c l u d i n g John F. Bailey, contacted the a f o r e s a i d 
I l l i n o i s resident t o i n q u i r e whether the I l l i n o i s 
r e s ident had received the c o n t r a c t f o r the 
aforementioned investment plan and requested advice as 
t o whether said I l l i n o i s r e s i d e n t was going t o i n v e s t 
i n the aforementioned investment plan; 

6. That on or about January 7, 2006, Respondent T e l - A r t 
Productions, by and through i t s O f f i c e r s , D i r e c t o r s , 
Employees, A f f i l i a t e s , Successors, Agents and Assigns, 
i n c l u d i n g John F. Bailey, again contacted 
aforementioned I l l i n o i s r e sident requesting advice as 
t o whether said I l l i n o i s r e sident was going t o i n v e s t 
i n the aforementioned investment plan; 

7. That on or about January 8, 2006, Respondent T e l - A r t 
Productions, by and through i t s O f f i c e r s , D i r e c t o r s , 
Employees, A f f i l i a t e s , Successors, Agents and Assigns, 
i n c l u d i n g John F. Bailey, contacted the a f o r e s a i d 
I l l i n o i s resident and advised t h a t Respondent was now 
w i l l i n g t o accept $10,000 instead of the o r i g i n a l 
a f o r e s a i d $40,000 investment o f f e r ; 

8. That on or about January 9, 2006, Respondent Te l - A r t 
Productions, by and through i t s O f f i c e r s , D i r e c t o r s , 
Employees, A f f i l i a t e s , Successors, Agents and Assigns, 
i n c l u d i n g John F. Bailey, contacted the I l l i n o i s 
r e s ident and advised said I l l i n o i s r e sident t h a t 
Respondent had booked another show, t h a t Respondent was 
going to have t o s t a r t l o o k i n g f o r more i n t e r e s t e d 
i n v e s t o r s , and requested f u r t h e r advice from the 
a f o r e s a i d I l l i n o i s r e sident as t o whether s a i d I l l i n o i s 
r e s ident was going to invest i n the aforementioned 
investment plan; 

9. That during the remainder of the month of January, 
2 0 0 6, Respondent Tel-Art Productions, by and through 
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i t s O f f i c e r s , D i r e c t o r s , Employees, A f f i l i a t e s , 
Successors, Agents and Assigns, i n c l u d i n g John F. 
Bailey, made repeated phone c a l l s t o the I l l i n o i s 
resident continuing Respondent's s o l i c i t a t i o n of the 
aforementioned o f f e r ; 

10. That the above referenced investment plan i s an 
investment contract and i s t h e r e f o r e a s e c u r i t y as t h a t 
term i s defined pursuant t o Section 2.1. of the 
I l l i n o i s S e c u r i t i e s Law of 1953 [815 ILCS 5/1 et seq. ] 
(the " A c t " ) ; 

11. That Section 5 of the Act provides, i n t e r a l i a , t h a t 
a l l s e c u r i t i e s except 'those exempt under Section 3 of 
the Act or those o f f e r e d and sold i n t r a n s a c t i o n s 
exempt under Section 4 of the Act s h a l l be r e g i s t e r e d 
w i t h the Secretary of State p r i o r t o t h e i r o f f e r or 
sale i n the State of I l l i n o i s ; 

12. That Section 12.A of the Act provides, i n t e r a l i a , t h a t 
i t s h a l l be a v i o l a t i o n of the Act f o r any person t o 
o f f e r or s e l l s e c u r i t i e s except i n accordance w i t h the 
p r o v i s i o n s of the Act; 

13. That Section 12.D of the Act provides, i n t e r a l i a , t h a t 
i t s h a l l be a v i o l a t i o n of the Act f o r any person t o 
f a i l t o f i l e w i t h the Secretary of State any document 
or a p p l i c a t i o n r e q u ired t o be f i l e d under the 
p r o v i s i o n s of the Act; 

14. That at a l l times relevant hereto. Respondent T e l - A r t 
Productions, by and through i t s O f f i c e r s , D i r e c t o r s , 
Employees, A f f i l i a t e s , Successors, Agents and Assigns, 
i n c l u d i n g John F. Bailey, f a i l e d t o f i l e an a p p l i c a t i o n 
f o r r e g i s t r a t i o n of the above-referenced s e c u r i t i e s 
w i t h the Secretary of State p r i o r t o t h e i r o f f e r or 
sale i n the State of I l l i n o i s ; 

15. That by v i r t u e of the foregoing. Respondent T e l - A r t 
Productions, by and through i t s O f f i c e r s , D i r e c t o r s , 
Employees, A f f i l i a t e s , Successors, Agents and Assigns, 
i n c l u d i n g John F. Bailey, has v i o l a t e d Sections 12.A 
and 12.D of the Act; 

16. That Section l l . F . ( 2 ) of the Act provides, i n t e r a l i a , 
t h a t the Secretary of State may t e m p o r a r i l y suspend or 
p r o h i b i t the o f f e r or sale of s e c u r i t i e s by any person 
i f the Secretary of State i n h i s or her opinion, based 
upon c r e d i b l e evidence, deems i t necessary t o prevent 
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an imminent v i o l a t i o n of the Act or t o prevent losses 
t o i n v e s t o r s which the Secretary of State reasonably 
believes w i l l occur as a r e s u l t of a p r i o r v i o l a t i o n of 
the Act; 

17. That based upon the foregoing, the Secretary of State 
deems i t necessary, i n order t o prevent imminent and 
a d d i t i o n a l v i o l a t i o n s of the Act, and t o prevent losses 
t o i n v e s t o r s as a r e s u l t of the referenced p r i o r 
v i o l a t i o n of the Act, to enter an order pursuant t o the 
a u t h o r i t y granted under Section l l . F of the Act which 
p r o h i b i t s Respondent Tel-Art Productions, by and 
through i t s O f f i c e r s , D i r e c t o r s , Employees, A f f i l i a t e s , 
Successors, Agents and Assigns, i n c l u d i n g John F. 
Bailey, from o f f e r i n g and/or s e l l i n g s e c u r i t i e s i n the 
State of I l l i n o i s ; and 

18. That based upon the c r e d i b l e evidence a v a i l a b l e t o the 
Secretary of State, the e n t r y of t h i s Temporary Order 
i s i n the p u b l i c i n t e r e s t and i s consistent w i t h the 
purposes of the Act. 

Count I I ( V i o l a t i o n of 12.F) 

1-10. Paragraph 1-10 of Count I i s r e - a l l e g e d and 
incorporated as paragraph 1-10 of t h i s Count I I ; 

IT. That during the months of November and December, 2 0 05, 
Respondent Tel-Art Productions, by and through i t s 
O f f i c e r s , D i r e c t o r s , Employees, A f f i l i a t e s , Successors, 
Agents and Assigns, i n c l u d i n g John F. Bailey, 
represented t o the I l l i n o i s r e s ident t h a t John F. 
Bailey was an attorney and t h a t John F. B a i l e y had 
"booked" s p e c i f i c concert bands t o perform on s p e c i f i c 
f u t u r e dates at s p e c i f i c venues; furthermore, at a l l 
times r e l e v a n t , Respondent f a i l e d t o d i s c l o s e t h a t John 
F. Bailey was c u r r e n t l y on f e d e r a l parole f o r felony 
armed robbery; 

12. That Section 12.F of the Act provides, i n t e r a l i a , t h a t 
i t s h a l l be a v i o l a t i o n of the Act f o r any person t o 
engage i n any t r a n s a c t i o n , p r a c t i c e or course of 
business i n connection w i t h the sale of purchase of 
s e c u r i t i e s which works or tends t o work a f r a u d or 
deceit upon the purchaser or s e l l e r t h ereof; 

13. That at a l l times relevant hereto, Respondent T e l - A r t 
Productions, by and through i t s O f f i c e r s , D i r e c t o r s , 
Employees, A f f i l i a t e s , Successors, Agents and Assigns, 
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i n c l u d i n g John F. Bailey, engaged i n a t r a n s a c t i o n , 
p r a c t i c e or course of business i n connection w i t h the 
sale or purchase of s e c u r i t i e s which tended t o work a 
fraud or deceit on the purchaser, i n t h a t i n an e f f o r t 
to induce the I l l i n o i s r e s ident i n i n v e s t i n 
Respondent's purported business. Respondent represented 
t o the I l l i n o i s r e s ident t h a t John F. Bail e y was an 
attorney, t h a t John F. Bailey had "booked" s p e c i f i c 
concert bands t o perform on s p e c i f i c f u t u r e dates a t 
s p e c i f i c venues and f a i l e d t o di s c l o s e t h a t John F. 
Bailey was c u r r e n t l y on f e d e r a l parole f o r armed 
robbery, when i n f a c t John F. B a i l e y was not an 
attorney, had not booked any of the aforementioned 
concert bands f o r the aforementioned dates or venues, 
and was c u r r e n t l y on f e d e r a l parole f o r f e l o n y armed 
robbery; 

14. That by v i r t u e of the foregoing. Respondent T e l - A r t 
Productions, by and through i t s O f f i c e r s , D i r e c t o r s , 
Employees, A f f i l i a t e s , Successors, Agents and Assigns, 
i n c l u d i n g John F. Bailey, has v i o l a t e d Sections 12.F of 
the Act; 

15. That Section l l . F . (2) of the Act provides, i n t e r a l i a , 
t h a t the Secretary of State may t e m p o r a r i l y suspend or 
p r o h i b i t the o f f e r or sale of s e c u r i t i e s by any person 
i f the Secretary of State i n h i s or her opinion, based 
upon c r e d i b l e evidence, deems i t necessary t o prevent 
an imminent v i o l a t i o n of the Act or t o prevent losses 
t o i n v e s t o r s which the Secretary of State reasonably 
believes w i l l occur as a r e s u l t of a p r i o r v i o l a t i o n of 
the Act; 

16. That based upon the foregoing, the Secretary of State 
"deems i t necessary, i n order t o prevent imminent and 
a d d i t i o n a l v i o l a t i o n s of the Act, and t o prevent losses 
t o i n v e s t o r s as a r e s u l t of the referenced p r i o r 
v i o l a t i o n of the Act, t o enter an order pursuant t o the 
a u t h o r i t y granted under Section l l . F of the Act which 
p r o h i b i t s Respondent Tel-Art Productions, by and 
through i t s O f f i c e r s , D i r e c t o r s , Employees, A f f i l i a t e s , 
Successors, Agents and Assigns, i n c l u d i n g John F. 
Bailey, from o f f e r i n g and/or s e l l i n g s e c u r i t i e s i n the 
State of I l l i n o i s ; and 

17. That based upon the c r e d i b l e evidence a v a i l a b l e t o the 
secretary of State, the en t r y of t h i s Temporary Order 
i s i n the p u b l i c i n t e r e s t and i s consistent w i t h the 
purposes of the Act. 
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NOW THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED THAT: pursuant t o the 
a u t h o r i t y granted by Section l l . F of the Act, Respondent T e l - A r t 
Productions, by and through i t s O f f i c e r s , D i r e c t o r s , Employees, 
A f f i l i a t e s , Successors, Agents and Assigns, i n c l u d i n g John F. 
Bailey, i s hereby PROHIBITED from o f f e r i n g and/or s e l l i n g 
s e c u r i t i e s i n or from the State of I l l i n o i s u n t i l f u r t h e r order 
of the Secretary of State. 

NOTICE i s hereby given t h a t the Respondent may request a 
hearing on t h i s matter by t r a n s m i t t i n g such request i n w r i t i n g t o 
Se c u r i t i e s D i r e c t o r , I l l i n o i s S e c u r i t i e s Department, 300 West 
Jefferson, Suite 300A, S p r i n g f i e l d , I l l i n o i s 62702. Such request 
must be made w i t h i n t h i r t y (30) days of the date of en t r y of t h i s 
Temporary Order. Upon r e c e i p t of a request f o r hearing, a 
hearing w i l l be scheduled. Request f o r hearing w i l l not stop the 
effective n e s s of t h i s Temporary Order and w i l l extend the 
effe c t i v e n e s s of t h i s Temporary Order f o r n i n e t y days from the 
date the hearing request i s received by the Department. 

FAILURE BY ANY RESPONDENT TO REQUEST A HEARING WITHIN THIRTY 
(30) DAYS AFTER ENTRY OF THIS TEMPORARY ORDER SHALL CONSTITUTE AN 
ADMISSION OF J^Y FACTS ALLEGED HEREIN AND CONSTITUTES SUFFICIENT 
BASIS TO MAKE THE TEMPORARY ORDER FINAL.
